The pirates 
living yo pvssession of the junk sailed 
away with her, The survivora, who secm 
to have fared very misorubly for some timo, 
kept together for o few days but ufterwards 
separated. ‘The man who brings the reporé 
here had « brother and an uuclo among the 
passengers.

candetermnine. Atallevents, the supposition 
does not appear to te altogether an un-: 
reasunable one. We can well understand 
that the reproach which might be hereafter 
Jovelled ut the ministry of Lord Salisbury, 
‘of its dealings with the Colonial scotion of 
the Empire having provoked much dis- 
content, might be made a strong handle by 
the party in opposition, For it muat be 
borne in mind that the influence of British 
colonies is by no means reatricted to tho in- 
dividuals included in such a category. They 
have numerous relatives aud friends rosidunt 
in the Mother Country to whom each mail 
carries home a recital of griavanovs. 
Among these, as voters, tho ties of liindred 
and of friendship -must exercise a strong 
influence. If they find thot those in 
whom théy have an affectionate per- 
sonal interest ore. made to auffur by tho acts 
of those whom their votes can retain in 
power or supplant, it ia not unreasonable 
to presume that the bias oroated may 
largely dictate the course to bo followed 
by them atthe polling booths. The Oo- 
lonies of Great Brituin are not now, as they 
formerly were, divided from hume by long 
intervals gf time, ‘The fevlings of one day 
tbroughont nearly the. whole of Grenter 
Britain, find a reflex in the minds vf thu 
home public on the day succeoding. Thoro 
is no apsce of time, therefore, whorein in- 
dignant feeling wroused can be allowed to 
avttle duwo, and the heart of the Mother 
Country beats in quick rsponav fo that of 
her children scattered all the warld over, 
Ibis in this way, wo believe, that a feeliug

comes for a genoral appeal to. the Home 
slectorato, The whole of the homa press 
bas been liberal in finding place fur the 
complaints which have been sent home ; 
but as yet it has not been furnished with 
any argument in opposition to those com- 
plaints ; and until it be placed.in a potiticn 
to give equal publicity to the per contra 
side of tho question, tho statements it has 
published, widely rendas they no doubt have

The question 
of Military Oontribution has now brea un- 
Gor the consideration of tho great public 
departmonte at home for at least eighteen 
months, putting this atthe marroweat oun» 
ceivable limit. 
principle of ultimate action cannot, we 
should say, be dependent upon the receipt’ 
of figures of detail, At. the present 
moment, though certain demands have 
been mode, we in Ovylon, ond in 
tho other Culonios concerned are ely 
in doubt as to whether these embrate
